Modern Photography magazine recently treated their public to a 
double size fold-out cover. Forty-eight variations of a photograph by 
Doug Corry had been generated on one of Dolphin Productions two 
Scanimate Animation Computers in one short session. 

Traditionally, posterization effects were laboriously made in the 
laboratory, slowly. Today on Scanimate visuals are created instantly, 
previewed, modified, approved and recorded in rea/ time.

Educational TV Survey 


Scanimate animation was recently tested by experts in a comparison 
of several visual approaches used on the Children’s Television Workshop 
series, The Electric Company, to teach reading to children. 

The study showed that Scanimate animation was more effective than 
all conventional animation used. It was even more effective than other 
visual teaching techniques such as using a TV personality to draw em- 
phasis to the subject material. 

Dr. Harry Silverman and Dr. Kenneth G. O'Bryan of Educational Con- 
sulting Associates, Toronto, examined eye movements of 60 children 
aged 9-11. The children were divided into three groups: 1) good readers 
(control group); 2) poor readers (target group); and 3) functionally illit- 
erate children. : 

Children in ail three groups were most actively involved when watch- 
ing Scanimate animation. For example, an animated cow can become 
the animated word ‘cow’ resulting in highly effective instruction. Al- 
though the expense of conventional animation has often prevented the 
use of desired animated effects in teaching, this test showed that exten- 
sive use of Scanimate animation is one of the most cost effective instruc- 
tional tools available for educators today.
